assistance. It developed that a num- 
ber of persons heard strange noises 
about 9:30 o'clock in that part of 
town, but no one investigated. Anoth- 
er servant passed through the prem- 
ises about 11 o'clock Saturday night 
and observed a woman's hat on the 
lawn near the walk. She did not think 
whose it was or make any further ob- 
servations and did not know of Miss 
Bricker's absence from the house until 
after the awful discovery Sunda}-. 


The crime occasioned the greatest 


excitement here in years and had the 
murderer been apprehended within a
